BRING  YOUR  SIGNED  STUDENT 
CARD  TO  EACH  EXAMINATION 
During  the  examination,  students  will  be 
asked  to  sign  a  record  of  attendance  list¬ 
ing  their  student  number  and  name  and 
to  identify  themselves  to  the  Presiding 
Officer.  For  this  reason,  candidates  are 
required  to  produce  their  signed  student 
registration  card  when  writing  examina¬ 
tions.  Students  registered  in  the  Faculty 
of  Arts  and  Science  must  bring  the  student 
registration  card  bearing  their  photo¬ 
graph.  The  library  card  is  not  acceptable. 

SPECIAL  CONSIDERATION 
Any  petition  on  the  part  of  candidates  for 
special  consideration  on  account  of  illness, 
domestic  affliction,  or  other  causes  must 
be  filed  with  the  College  Registrar  not 
later  than  5:00  p.m.  on  the  last  day  of  the 
examinations.  A  petition  for  considera¬ 
tion  because  of  illness  must  be  accompa¬ 
nied  by  a  medical  certificate  including  a 
statement  that  the  candidate  was  exam¬ 
ined  at  the  time  of  illness. 

Students  who  make  personal  commit¬ 
ments  during  the  exarecnataon  period  do 


so  ai  their  own  risk  as  no  special  consid¬ 
eration  will  be  given. 

RULES  FOR  THE  CONDUCT  OF 
EXAMINATIONS 

1  No  person  will  be  allowed  in  an  exam¬ 
ination  room  during  an  examination 
except  the  candidates  concerned  and 
those  supervising  the  examination. 

2  Candidates  must  appear  at  the  exami¬ 
nation  room  at  least  twenty  minutes 
before  the  commencement  of  the  ex¬ 
amination. 

S  Candidates  shall  bring  their  signed 
student  registration  cards  and  place 
them  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  their 
desks.  Candidates  registered  in  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  are  re¬ 
quired  to  have  a  student  registration 
card  bearing  their  photograph. 

4  Bags  and  books  are  to  be  deposited  in 
areas  designated  by  the  Presiding  Offi¬ 
cer  and  are  not  to  be  taken  to  the 
examination  desk  or  table.  Students 
may  place  their  purses  on  the  floor 
under  their  chairs. 

5  The  Chief  Presiding  Officer  has  au¬ 
thority  to  assign  seats. 


6  Candidates  shall  not  communicate 
with  one  another  in  any  manner  what¬ 
soever,  during  the  examination. 

7  No  materials  shall  be  brought  into  the 
room  or  used  at  an  examination  ex¬ 
cept  those  authorized  by  the  Chief 
Presiding  Officer  or  Examiner. 

8  Candidates  who  bring  any  unauthor¬ 
ized  material  into  an  examination 
room  or  who  assist,  or  obtain  assist¬ 
ance  from  other  candidates  or  from 
any  unauthorized  source,  may  not  be 
permitted  to  write  the  remaining  part 
of  the  examination  or  any  subsequent 
examinations.  They  are  also  liable  to 
penalties  under  the  Code  of  Behav¬ 
iour,  including  the  loss  of  academic 
credit  and  expulsion. 

9  Candidates  will  not  be  permitted  to 
enter  an  examination  room  later  than 
fifteen  minutes  after  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  the  examination,  nor  to  leave 
except  under  supervision  until  at  least 
half  an  hour  after  the  examination  has 
commenced. 

19  In  writing  out  their  answers,  candi¬ 
dates  shall  write  on  the  ruled  pages 
only,  and  shall  number  their  answers 


to  correspond  to  the  questions.  On  the 
outside  of  each  book,  they  shall  write 
their  student  number,  their  name  un¬ 
less  instructed  otherwise,  and  the 
course  code  of  the  examination,  and 
shall  number  each  book,  indicating  the 
total  number  of  books  used.  Rough 
work  may  be  done  on  unruled  pages. 
All  written  work  and  unused  examina¬ 
tion  answer  books  must  be  handed  in. 

1 1  Candidates  shall  remain  seated  at  their 
desks  during  the  final  ten  minutes  of 
each  examination. 

12  At  the  conclusion  of  an  examination, 
all  writing  within  the  answer  books 
shall  cease,  and  the  Chief  Presiding 
Officer  may  refuse  to  accept  the  pa¬ 
pers  of  candidates  who  fail  to  observe 
this  requirement. 

IS  Examination  books  and  other  material 
issued  for  the  examination  shall  not  be 
removed  from  the  examination  room 
except  by  authority  of  the  Chief  Pre¬ 
siding  Officer. 

14  Smoking  in  the  examination  room  is 
not  permitted.
